NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—The first of. 


tho international yacht race series be- 


tween Reliance, American .cup defender, 
and Shamrock III, British challenger, 


was called oil after nearly live hours of 


•ailing. 


The Reliiince was two mill's ahead 


and at 3:37 had just turned the-outer 


murk after completing the first half of 


the course, being then two miles in the 
lead of Shamrock III. 
The breeze at no 


time was strong, and at time died away 


liltogethcr. 


THE THIRTEENTH RACE. ' 


Reliance and Shamrock III, accredited 


representatives of the criterion of yacht 


craft in two nations, set sail today in 


the thirteenth scries of contests for the 
now 
famous America's 
cup. Wrested 


from the Englishman iifty-two years ago 
by the .schooner yacht 
America, 
tlii; 


trophy has year after year secured i 


firmer place in the c.itimation-of yachts 


men, a stronger position sentimentally, 
in tho hearts of the American people, 
•nd has become a part of the history of 
the nation. 


Thousands upon thousand; of dollars 


have been expended by both Americans 
»nd Britons in the attempted defense 
nnd capture of the trophy and interest 
ha-s grown with each contest. 


Though 
defeated in 1801', again 
in 


1901, Sir Thomas Lipton returned to try 
for the third time to carry to the shores 
of Albion the much coveted trophy. 


SOME FAST STRIDES MADE. 


Both t-he boats have sailed many trial 


races during the post three months and 
beth have shown themselves faster than 
their 
predecessors. The 
course 
over 


•which today's race is to be sailed, is the 
international yacht club course, outside 
Sandy Hook. Shamrock III has sailed 
it many times in her trials, while Re- 
liance has been over it but once and 
that in a light breeze. This course of 
thirty miles was covered by the Vigilant 
In 1893 in three hours, twenty-four min- 
utes and thiriy-ninc seconds, the fastest 
time over the windward and leeward 
course. This was one of the most excit- 
ing-races ia any of the cup contests and 
was sailed in n strong breeze, in 1901, 
however, Columbia sailed the triangular 
thirty milci course in three hours twelve 
minutes and twenty-five 
seconds.

Newport, Reliance, on July 23, sailed a 
thirty miles triangular course -ill two 
hours, fifty-eight minutes and fifty-two 
seconds, and a windward and leeward 
course of thirty miles on July. '.. in 
three hours and four minutes twenty- 
seven seconds. There was little wind. 


Undaunted by repeated failures the 


Briton has gained experience with every 
defeat, and hns returned home only to 
build a better boat and again challenge. 


THE RESPECTIVE CAPTAINS. 


Both yachts are commanded by mei 


that are' masters of their crat't, aud arc 
recognised as the best in their respec- 
tive eo tntries. Captain Charles 
Burr, 


who conmandi the Reliance, 1ms nailed 
two other cup defenders in international 
races, and is skillful, resourceful and of 
iron nerve. He sailed the Columbia in 
ISO!! and 1001, defeating Shamrock I and 
Shamrock II.

CONDITIONS DISCOURAGING. 


The baneful influence of Hie dog-star 


teemed 
to have full- sway over 
the 


,w«»ther at Uuwn today. The. air., was 


warm and moist aud the breeze which 
was light from the southwest, dragged 
up from that quarter great masses^ of 
low 
lying clouds. Showers 
were 
fre- 


quent "ulf through the night and ^ this 
morning everything was wet and sticky. 


The change of wind bore out the pre- 


diction of the weather bureau that such 
a shift would occur, followed by cooler 
and more agreeable conditions and what 
was the desire of every heart, sufficient 
strength of breeze to send the yachts 
over the course. 


HARDLY ANY WIND. 


At sunrise, there 
was considerable 


haze out at sea but as the sun rose its 
rays began to penetrate the fog and at 
S o'clock its work of dispelling the mist 
was progressing most satisfactorily. As 
the morning wore on the westerly wind 
after seemingly accomplishing it; pur- 
pose of blowing the mist, seaward, be- 
gan to lighten and three hours before 
the time set for the start New York har- 
bor was unruffled. 
Sailing vessels, even 


littlo.clam dredging boats lay motion- 
less upon the water and the smoke from 
the steamers while rising so high in the 
air had but little movement. Inside the

VREPAHE FOR THE RACE. 


I.iy 7 o'clock preparations for the con- 


test were under way aboard both boats. 
While the crc'.v of Reliance breakfasted 
.Mr. Iselin boarded his charge and made 
a critical examination of her rigging. 


Both yachts began to make soil _as 


soon as colors were sounded and at S:'30 
o'clock both had their mainsails hoisted 
and their head sails up in Mops. In ad- 
dition the Reliance sent up her No. 1 
clubtopsail and this latter piece of can- 
vas towered high above Shamrock III 
ving just ahead of her.

SAILS WITHOUT WRINKLE. 


Reliance's sails fitted, beautifully. In 


the mninsnil there was hardly a wrinkle 
and the topsail set down in the angle as 
if it had teen made of wood or iron in 
stead of flexible material. The sail used 
was the new one, used for the first time 
two days ago. 


The Shamrock seemed to have a little 


trouble getting her mainsail in shape 
but when it finally was stretched then 
was not a wrinkle in it as big aa a man's 
hand. 


Shamrock I lay at anchor near the

THOUSANDS OF SPECTATORS. 


Indications of a race day were not 


confined to the outer harbor for at an 
early hour thousands were on their way 
from all parts of the city and suburbs 
to the piers nlong the Enst and North 
River where they boarded the hundred 
or more excursion stcinncva and were 
carried down the bay. 


By reason of her early start Reliance 


was able to rca.cn the lightship ahead of 
the 
excursion fleet. Tke Shamrock, 


however, starling half an hour after- 
wards, was surrounded by the vanguard 
of these vessels and a score of stoam 
yachts and tugs aoeompankd her nearly 
all the way. 


PREPARATORY SIGNAL. 


The preparatory signal was given at 


10:45 as the boats were maneuvering for 
positions under the three lower sails, a 
clubtopsail and also a jibtopsail.

Jlillcr and Larson were thrown out 


Miller fell on tbe track directly in iron 
of the car. The motorman dropped tlv 
fender and reversed his power.

ing to labor organizations was not con- 
fined to the government printing office. 
»nd he determined unon a. thorough in- 
vestigation.

ployment -to persons not connected with 
labor unions. 


When the reports showing this condi- 


tion were brought to ihe attention of 
the president he immediately 
directed 


that the finding of the coal strike com- 
mission be rigidly adhered to by (ill of- 
ficials. He instructed Secretary Moody 
to see that in all the navy yards no roan 
was refused employment bcuause ha was 
not a member of a labor organization. 


It has been learned that the president

This would 
mean ihat in all the shipyards work on 
government vessels could be performed 
br either union, or nonunion men, end 
that, having committed the administra- 
tion to the principles stated, and to the 
further finding of the strike commission,

against, or interference with, any em- 
ploye, who is not a member of any la- 
bor organization by members of such or- 
ganization," it would be -the duty of the 
government to protect 'the workmen in 
their rights.

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MILLIONAIRE 


FOULLY SLAIN 


Thomas R. Morgan of OshKosh, 
Prominent Manufacturer, Shot 
to Death by Drunken Employe. 


Mortally Wounded, He Ran Some Distance to 


Office-Died on Way to Hospital-Murderer 


Hung Himself With Suspenders 


In City Lockup. 


OSHKOSH, Wis., Aug. IS.—Thomas E. 


Morgan, alderman of the Seventh ward 


and millionaire president of the Morgan 


company, sash, door and blind -manufac- 
turers, was fatally shot at about ten 


o'clock this morning by one of the em- 
ployes of the company, Fred Hampcl, a 


laborer in the lumber yard, from the re- 
sult of which Mr. Morgan died within 


half an hour. His murderer committed 


suicide by hanging himself with his sus- 


penders in the city lockup. The shooting 
was without provocation and was one 


of the most dastardly and uncalled for 
deeds ever committed in the city of Osh- 


kosh. 


WALKED, THOUGH DYING. 


After the shooting the murdered man 


walked unassisted from the scene of the 
shooting on Fifth street to his ofllce, 


corner of Oregon and Sixth streets, and 
the ambulance was culled. He was tak- 


en at once to St. Mary's hospital, but 
died just lief ore the hospital was reach- 
ed. 


The tragedy has cast a gloora over the 


entire city, and the employes of the com- 
pany are frenzied with anger and are 
gathering in small knots talking quietly. 
The po':ce were notified that a lynching 
•was contemplated and they took extra 
precautions to prevent such a tragedy. 


MURDERER WAS DRUNK. 


The shooting wan witnessed by several 


people. John Rowlands, a slasher in the 
employ 
of the Morgan company, who 


was with Mr. Morgan at the time, said 
to a Northwestern reporter: 


"I had just returned from the Camp- 


bell-Cameron mill and was walking down 
Fifth street alone when I met Mr. Mor- 
gan. He and 1 stopped to talk a min- 
ute 
or two about- some lumber when 


Hampol came up where we were. He 
Kccmed to be frenzied with liquor jnd.<;- 
in" from ins appearance. He said noth- 
ing but looked at us steadily. Mr. Mor- 


gan knew that he had been away from 
work and was drunk and without wait- 
ing for Hiunpel to speak he said to him. 


"Fred, I have no time to talk to you 


this morning." 


We tunica toward Oregon street and 


Hampcl replied: 


" 'Well, 1. will talk to you later.' 
"Then the first thing I knew there was 


a shot which seemed to be right in my 
ear. Just at that moment Mr. Morgan 
cried out with pain. I could' not realize 
that he was wounded, but he stumbled 
toward 
the left and I turned around 


and there was Hampcl blazing away. 


'•I cannot say just how close he was to 


me, but I grappled with him, my left 
hand grasping his hand with the gun and 
my right at his throat. 


TWO SHOTS MISS MARK. 


"I think that there were two more 


shot.-; lired that went wild, but whether 
they were before or after I took hold of 
him I cannot say. 
While wo were grap- 


pling we fell and I was under. I releas- 
ed my hold on his throat and with my 
hands grabbed his hand with the gun. 
Then John Morgan, another employe, 
came up and rolled Hampel off me. I 
had hold of the guu and jerked it away 
from Hompcl. 


"In the meantime Mr. Morgan, though 


mortally wounded, had run to the office 
several hundred feet away. 
Then oth- 


ers came to our assistance and Officer 
Meyer came up and phiced Hampel under 
arrest. 1 am sure that at least three 
shots were fired and whether there was 
another while we were wrestling or not 
I c.-.nnot say. I took the gun to the of- 
fice and turned it over to E. S. Rich- 
mond or some one else there and it waa 
locked up in the safe. 


NO REASON FOR MURDER. 


' ''There was no occasion for the shoot- 
ing so far ns T know. Mr. Uampel is one 
of the employe? of the company and had 
not been discharged. So far as I know 
he never had any words with Mr. Mor- 
gan before then( and f cannot say what 
caused him to do such a thing."

BERLIN, Aug, IS.—There scorns to be 


no doubt that the government, under the 
irtptilse of the emperor, is determined 
to ask the reichstag for an increase in 
the permanent military 
establishment, 


by about 30,000 men to be organized in- 
to two army corps, thus

SHOWER OF BOLTS HITS 


WORKMEN ON WARSHIP 


XKW YORK, Aug. 18.—Fourteen men 


have been injured at the New York navy 
yard while working upon the new battle- 
ship Cor.cctincut. Riveting of the steel 
plates on the battleship wns under way, 
and riveting machines were pounding 
noisily when a dozen of the bolts flew 
in a shower upon the workmen. Many 
of them were hit on the head and body 
Xo one was seriously hurt. 


Johnnie Jones, the ten year old adopt- 


ed son of Jlr. and Mrs. Harry Jones, re- 
siding just .south of JJygatfs Corners, 
met with a strange accident yesterday 
afternoon, resulting in the loss of four 
fingers and nearly his death. 


The little boy was playing about the 


farm and picked up n dynamite bomb, 
but of course did not know what it was. 
He threw it on the ground a couple of 
times. Then he placed it on a rock and 
struck it with another rock. 


There was a terrific explosion that was 


heard for a mile or more. The little 
boy screamed and examination revealed 
that his thumb and three fingers were 
blown to pieces and one of the fingers 
of the right hand was cut and mangled. 


As soon as possible Drs. lliley and 


Williams were summoned. They found 
that the amputation of the thumb and 
fingers was necessary and the little boy, 
who was suffering terribly, was brought 
in tfl the St. Mary'.? hospital and is doing 
nicely today, and unless blood poisoning 
sots in he will recover. 


There is great mystery as to where 


the bomb came from and considerable ex- 
citement prevails at Mygatt's Corners. 
So far as can be ascertained nothing of 
the character of the explosive has ever 
been used about the form. As the boy 
picked bomb up close to the house, it is 
singular how it came there.

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POWERS MAY 


JOIN FORCES 


Combined Naval Demonstration 


Before Salonica To Emphasize 


Demands Upon Sultan 


Fleets of All European Nations Having Turkish 


Interests, except possibly Germany, Would 


Partlclpate-Russian Squadron at 


Constantinople. 


PABIS, Aug. 10.—It was learned in , 


Official quarters today that the action 
of Russia in ordering a naval squadron 
to Turkish waters may be speedily fol- 
lowed by important joint naval action 
on the part of the powers. Communica- 
tions are at present being exchanged be- 
twceu the powers relative to a joint 
naval 
demonstration 
before 
Salonika. 


The final determination 
will 
depend 


largely upon Russia, but if a joint dem- 
onstration is determined upon the fleets 
of France and Austria will certainly co- 
operate 
and it is probable that 
the 


fleets of all the European powers having 
Turkish interests, except possibly Ger- 
many, which, throughout has not favor- 
ed taking energetic steps against Tur- 
key, will take part in the demonstration. 


In the meantime the Russian squadron 


will not proceed to 
Constantinople as 


has been reported, but will rendezvous 
at a small port of the vilayet of Adriiui- 
ople above the entrance of the Bosphor- 
•us, For the present this squadron has 
no orders to assume an aggressive course. 
]ts action will depend on Turkey's ful- 
fillment of the terms of Russia's final de- 
mands in connection with tlie nssassi;:- 
ution of Consul Rostkovski. The pun- 
ishment of a number of the parties im- 
plicated is not considered to be full com- 
pliance with the terms of the demands, 
which int'hide un adequate indemnity. 


Decides the Ro.-ttkovski 
incident the 


proposed joint nnval action before Sa- 
lonica is due to the earnest representa- 
tions of the foreign coimils at Salomon, 
who set fortli that their lives are in 
danger. The first representation on tlie 
subject' reached the French authorities 
several weeks ago and since then other 
consuls -have made similar representa- 
tion'.

Take a thread 
of, as nearly as possible, the same 
color and fineness as the woof of tlie 
cloth and work back and forth across 
the rent with the smallest of running 
stitches. Never try to darn, oven in 
heavy cloth, with a coarse needle, but 
always use as fine a one as w'll carry, 
the thread you have elected to use.' 
When all is darned, turn on the -wrong 
iilde, trim off the superfluous' patch, 
leaving only a fourth of an inch each 
side of the rent, and press neatly with 
a wiirm iron on the right side, laying 
a piece of damp muslin between the 
goods and the iron.

RELIANCE IN LEAD 


American YacHt Proves Superiority in 


Drifting Match. Being Two Miles Ahead 


Over Half the Course. 


After Nearly Fpve Hours of Sailing, Under Light Breeze 


Which at Times Died Out Entirely, Cup Defender 


Had .Steadily Gained on Shamrock Ill-- 


Next Trial Saturday. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—The first of. 


tho international yacht race series be- 
tween Reliance, American .cup defender, 
and Shamrock III, British challenger, 
was called off after nearly five hours of 
sailing. 
' 


The Reliance was. two miles ahead 


•nd at 3:37 had just turned the•outer 
mark after completing the first half of 
the course, being then two miles in the 
lead of Shamrock III. The breeze at no 
time was strong, and at time died away. 


Altogether. 


THE THIRTEENTH RACE.. 
' 


Reliance and Shamrock III, accredited 


representatives of the criterion of yacht 
craft in two nations, set sail today in 
the thirteenth series of contests for the 
now 
famous America's cup. Wrested 


from the Englishman fifty-two years ago 
by the schooner yaclit 
America, this 


trophy has year after year secured a 
firmer place in the cstimation-of yachts- 
men, a stronger position sentimentally, 
in the hearts of the American people, 
»nd has become a part of the history of 
the nation. 


Thousands upon thousands of dollars 


have been expended by both Americans 
and Britons in the attempted defense 
nnd capture of the trophy and interest 
has grown with each contest. 


Though 
defeated in 180!!', again 
in 


1901, Sir Thomas Lipton returned to try 
for the third time to carry to the shores 
of Albion the much coveted trophy. 


SOME FAST STRIDES MADE. 


Both the boats have sailed many trial 


races during the post three months and 
both have shown themselves faster than 
their 
predecessors. The 
course 
over 


which today's race is to be sailed, is the 
international yacht club course, outside 
Sandy Hook. Shamrock III has sailed 
It many times in her trials, while Re- 


warm and moist and the breeze which 
was light from the southwest, dragged 
up from that quarter great masses of 
low 
lying clouds. Showers were fre- 


quent all through the night and this 
morning everything was wet and sticky. 


The change of wind bore out the pre- 


diction of the weather bureau that' such 
a shift would occur, followed by cooler 
and more, agreeable conditions and what 


as the desire of every heart, sufficient 


strength of breeze to send the yachts 
over the course. 


liance has been over it but once and 
that in a light breeze. This course of 
thirty miles was covered by the Vigilant 
in 1893 in three hours, twenty-four min- 
utes and thirty-nine seconds, the fastest 
time over the windward and leeward 
course. This was one of the most excit- 
ing'races ia any of the cup contests and 
was sailed in a strong breeze. In 1001, 
however, Columbia sailed the triangular 
thirty miles course in three hours twelve 
minutes and twenty-five 
seconds. Off 


Newport, Reliance, on 'July 25, sailed a 
thirty miles triangular course -in two 
hours, fifty-eight minutes and fifty-two 
seconds, and a windward and leeward 
course of thirty miles on'July. 1, in 
three hours and four minutes twenty- 
seven seconds. There was little wind. 


Undaunted by repeated failures the 


Briton has gained experience with every 
defeat, and has returned home only to 
build a better boat and again challenge. 


THE RESPECTIVE CAPTAINS. 


Both yachts are commanded by men 


that are masters of their craft, and are 
recognised as the best in their respec- 
tive comtries. Captain 
Charles Barr, 


who commands the Reliance, has sailed 
two other cup defenders in international 
races, and is skillful, resourceful and of 
iron nerve. He sailed the Columbia in 
1809 and 1001, defeating Shamrock I and 
Shamrock II. 


Captain Robert Wringe, than, whom 


there is said to be not a better skipper 
in England, is not a stranger cither to 
yacht maneuvering or the 
American 


waters. He came here first on Sham- 
rock I, a second in command of Captain 
Hogarth. The next season he sailed 
August BelmoBt's Mineoin1, and in 1001 
he commanded Shamrock I when she was 
it trial boat Tor Shamrock II.

HARDLY ANY WIND. 


At sunrise,' there was considerable 


haze out at sea but as the sun rose its 
rays began to penetrate the fog and at 
S o'clock its work of dispelling the mist 
was progressing most satisfactorily. As 
the morning wore on the westerly wind 
after seemingly accomplishing its pur- 
pose of blowing the mist seaward, be- 
gan to lighten and three hours before 
the time set for the start New York har- 
bor was unruffled. Sailing vessels, even 
little. clam dredging boats lay motion- 
less' upon the water and the smoke from 
•'thesteamers while rising so high in the 
air had but little movement. Inside the 
bend of. Sandy Hook-~"whcre the - two 
graceful yachts had 
ridden 
at 
their 


moorings during the night, all was bus- 
tle soon after sunrise. Disappointment 
over the weather outlook was apparent. . 


PREPARE FOR THE RACE. 


By 7 o'clock preparations for the con- 


test were under way aboard both boats. 
While the crew of Reliance breakfasted 
Mr. Iselin boarded his charge and made 
a critical examination of her rigging. 


Both yachts began to make sail as 


soon as colors were sounded and at 8:30 
o'clock both had their mainsails hoisted 
and their head sails up in stops. In ad- 
dition the Reliance sent up her No. 1 
clubtopsail and this latter piece ot can- 
vas towered high above Shamrock III 
ying just ahead of her. 


One of Mr. Iselin's guests talked this 


morning 
over the telephone 
with 
a 


riend in New York city asking the odds 
on the Reliance. He reported back to 
,hose on board the defender that one to 
;hree was the best that the adherents 
of Sir Thomas would give. The crew 
cheered lustily. 


SAILS WITHOUT WRINKLE. 


Reliance's sails fitted, beautifully. In 


the mainsail there was hardly a wrinkle 
and the topsail set down in the angle as 
if it had been made of wood or iron in- 
stead of flexible material. The sail used 
was the new one, used for the first time 
two days ago. 


The Shamrock seemed to have a little 


trouble getting her mainsail in shape, 
but when it finally was stretched there 
was not a wrinkle in it as big as a man's 
hand. 


Shamrock I lay at anchor near the 


new challenger. Her day had passed, 


LEAVE FOR STARTING POINT. 
At 8:45 the wind shifted more to the 


west 
and freshened a little 
and the 


clouds ga'Ve some indications of more 
breeze but the small sail 
craft going 


outside of. thei Hook did not do more 
than creep along, while flags at the main 
masts of the anchored boats clung abou1 


the staffs. 


At 8:55 Reliance took a line from he 


tender and in a few minutes was outeicl 
the Hook and on her way to the start 
ing point. Immediately Shamrock II 
raised -her chibtopsftil and after gettinf 
it well in position took a line from he

liance. At 
9:05 she started out o

however, starting half an hour after- 
wards, was surrounded by the vanguard 
oE these vessels and a score of steam 
yachts and tugs accompanied Iier nearly 
all the way. 


PREPARATORY SIGNAL. 


The preparatory signal was given at 


10:45 as the boats were. maneuvering for 
positions under the three 'Sower sails, a 
clubtopsail and also ajibtopsail. 


The wind was then, southwest and. the 


course sigimlled was fifteen miles to the 
windward and a run home. 


SHAMROCK CROSSES' FIRST. 


Promptly at 11; o'clock • the 'starting 


gun was fired. Reliance 'was running 
down the line on the. port tack 'with 
Shamrock a short distance astern. At 
the starting signal Reliance gybed and 
headed 
for the line. Shamrock 
came 


about on Reliance's weather and also 
headed for the line. Shamrock was first 
to cross. Both boats were oil the star- 
board tack with flattened sheets. Re- 
liance a little to windward of Shamrock's 
wake and a few hundred yards astern. 


EVEN AT EIGHT MILES. 


... Little by little, almost imperceptibly, 
Reliance sec'med to gain" on" her adver- 
sary, but before she is on equal terms 
she must overcome the one minute and 
fifty-seven seconds time allowance. Soon 


fter the start the yachts ran into a 
revelling 
rain storm which 
when it 


usscd, left a calm which was only brok- 
n by a faint and wavering wind. Con- 
dering the conditions the pace made 
y the big racers was remarkable, but 
; was apparent that unless the breeze 
nprovcd it would not take them around 
iie course within the time limit. 
At 12 o'clock the yachts were about 
our miles due east of Monmouth Beach. 


Scarcely had the first shower passed 
hen another heavy downpour overtook 


hem. 
The wind shifted slightly and in 


uch a way as directly to affect Reliance 
o that when eight miles of the course 
ad been sailed the boats were on even 
erms. 


RELIANCE, BETTER SAILER. 


Repeated shifts of the wind favored 


son stood her in good stead and her gains 
were continuous. 


The excursion fleet-obeyed orders bet- 


ter than ever before and gave both boats 
plenty of sea room in fact the 
space 


about" the boats extended more than a 
mile on either side. Tlie larger excur- 
sioejboats also kept well astern so that 
they lid not at any time affect the wind. 


MAKE DESPERATE EFFORTS, 


j By 2 o'clock the wind had subsided al- 
JiMSt completely, leaving the boats' flap- 
ping1-'about in -the long ocean roll. They 


and turned ia ft desperate ef- 


fort to get into' a favorable slant wind 
dnsng which head sails were frequently 
shifted 
In shore, and farther up the 


coa^t, towards Sandy Hook a fine north- 
west breeze prevailed but it worked off 
shore very gradually. It was rather sin- 
gular to see an old coast boat come dash- 
ing out of New York harbor and hug- 
ging ;,the shore run down the coast at a 
lively' gait until she had passed 
both 


yachte. The sky under the influence of 
tho niw breeze began to clear again. 


Despite the northwestern wind which 


ati2:15 was working slowly out in the 
direction of the yachts a number of boats 
in 'the excursion fleet began to turn -back 
towards New York, evidently believing 
t-ha:t the yachts which were -then about 
two miles from the outer mark would 
not be Able to cover the remaining seven- 
teen miles before half past four when 
the time limit of 'the racn would expire. 


iSEA BECOMES ROUGH. 


At half past'two, six or eight steam- 


ers had left 'the fleet a;nsl were coming 
up the coast. The large' excursion boats, 
however, remained, and the 
clearing 


weather gave all on board tin excellent 
opportunity of seeing every movement 
of the yachts. Two miles ahead could be 
seen the big tug Coastwise displaying a 
large ball and not far off the Tin Cone 
on the turning mark flashed in the sun, 
but it was hard work for the yachts to 
caver these last two miles to the mark 
for the sea had become rough, causing the 
boats to pound about considerably. Re- 
liance held to her original course on the 
starboard tack while Shamrock 
again 


went about. She was almost becalmed. 


At 3 o'clock as it became more and 


more evident that the race could not be 
sailed within the five and a. half hours 
prescribed by. the rules, the excursion 
boats began to drop off and turn home- 
ward.

rade today of the veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in this city will be 
ong remembered by the thousands of 
jeople who packed the streets along the 
ine of march to witness it. Not a few 
of them recognized that for fchem this 
meant tlie passing of heroes of many a 
3loody struggle in defense of the Union 
tor all time in a collective body so far 
as this city is concerned. Devoid of all 
the pomp -and panoply • oE' the warlike 
liost which, matched in all the pride of 
strength and youth in yesterday's pa- 
rade,, there was: Something •'pathetic in 
the thinned out ranks of the 
veterans 


who marched today, which touched the 
hearts of all who saw them, bowed with 
the weight of, years, worn out, and wea- 
ry, but animate3 ,.by the fires of an un- 
quenchable ' spirit, 
this remnant of a 


mighty host which had carved out victory 
for the republic on the hardest fought 
battle fields the world has ever known, 
inarched proudly along, the last of an 
uneonquercd band of heroes.

MUST BE PROVEN~GUILTY 


Counsel for the Humberts De- 


clares Prosecution Has Tailed 


to so Establish. 


PARIS, Aug. 19.—Maitrc Labor! ' to-' 


day opened his address in defense of the 
Humberts, pointing out that Madame 
Humbert had not said she had a secret 
and intended to keep it, but she had 
frankly said she had a secret which she 
intended to divulge fully. She had giv- 
en counsel her confidence, telling him her 
reason for believing that the Crawford 
millionaires existed but she had not ask- 
ed him to verify the facts, so he was not 
able to state as a matter of his own 
knowledge or offer his guaranty for her 
statements, feeling that she was fully 
able to present her own disclosures. 


Concerning the.testimony,Maitre La- 


bori maintained that it was not suffi- 
cient to convict the Humberts of any spc- 
cine act of forgery or swindling, but iti 
consisted of rather vague general allcga-- 
tions -tha.t the Crawfords did not exist 
and that the millions did not exist. He. 
insisted that it was insufficient for the 
prosecution to demand, "Where arc the 
Crawfords and where are the millions?" 
but that it was incumbent on the prose- 
cution to establish affirmatively 
that 


both the Crawfords and the millions did 
not exist. Counsel further insisted that 
the whole prosecution proceeded from 
the idea that a huge swindle existed and 
that it was necessary for the Humberts 
to prove themselves innocent whereas 
the requirement of the prosecution was 
to prove them specifically guilty.

BOY'S HAND MANGLED 


BY BOMB EXPLOSION 


OSHKOSH, Wis., Aug. 18.—Thomas E. 


Morgan, alderman of the Seventh ward 
and millionaire president of the Morgan 
company, sash, door and blind -manufac- 
turers, wag fatally shot at about ten 
o'clock this morning by one of the em- 
ployes of the company, Fred Hampcl, a 
laborer in the lumber yard, from the re- 
sult of which Mr. Morgan died within 


ihalf an hour. His murderer committed 
suicide by hanging himself with his sus- 
penders in the city lockup. The shooting 
was without provocation and was one 
of the most dastardly and uncalled for 
deeds ever committed in the city of Osh- 
kosh. 


WALKED, THOUGH DYING. 


After the shooting the murdered man 


walked unassisted from the scene of the 
shooting on Fifth street to his office, 
corner of Oregon and Sixth streets, and 
the ambulance was called. He was tak- 
en at once to St. Mary's hospital, but 
died just before the hospital was reach- 
ed. 


The tragedy lias cast a gloom over the 


entire city, and the employes of the com- 
pany are frenzied with anger and are 
gathering in small knots talking quietiy. 
The police were notified that a tynching 
•was contemplated and they took extra 
precautions to prevent such a tragedy. 


MURDERER WAS DRUNK. 


The shooting was witnessed by aeveral 


people, John Rowlands, a slasher in the 
employ 
of the Morgan company, who 


was with Mr. Morgan at the time, said 
to a Northwestern reporter: 


"I had just returned from the Camp- 


bell-Cameron mill and was walking down 
Fifth street alone when I met Mr. Mor- 
gan. He and 1 stopped to talk a min- 
ute or two about some lumber 
when 


Hampel came up where we were. He 
seemed to be frenzied with liquor judg- 
ing from his appearance. He said noth- 
ing but looked at tis steadily. Mr. Mor- 


gan knew that he had been away from 
work and was drunk and without wait- 
ing for Hampel.to speak he said to him. 


"Fred, I have no time to talk to you 


this morning." 


We turned toward Oregon street and 


Hampel replied: 


" 'Well, I will talk to you later.' 
"Then the iirst thing I knew there was 


a shot which seemed to be right in my 
car. Just at that moment Mr. Morgan 
cried out with pain. I could- not realize 
that he was wounded, but he stumbled 
toward 
the left and I turned 
around 


and there was Hampel blazing away. 


"I cannot say just how close he was to 


me, but I grappled with him, my left 
hand grasping his hand with the gun and 
my right at his throat. 


TWO SHOTS MISS MARK. 


"I think that there were two more 


shots fired that went wild, but whether 
they were before or after I took hold of 
him I cannot say. While we were grap- 
pling we fell and I was under. I releas- 
ed my hold on his throat and with my 
hands grabbed his hand with the gun. 
Then John Morgan, another employe, 
came up and rolled Hampel off me. I 
had hold of the gun and jerked it awaj' 
from Hampel. 


"In the meantime Mr.' Morgan, though 


mortally wounded, had run to the office 
several hundred feet away. Then oth- 
ers came to our assistance and Officer 
Meyer cnme up and placed Hampel under 
arrest. I am sure tliat at least three 
shots were fired and whether there was 
another while we were wrestling or not 
I Cannot say. I took the gun to the of- 
fice and turned it over to E. S. Rich- 
mond or some one else there and it was 
locked up in the safe. 


NO REASON FOR MURDER. 


"There was no occasion for the shoot- 


ing so far as I know. Mr. Hampel is one 
of the employes of the company and had 
not been discharged. So far as I know 
he never, had any words with Mr. Mor- 
gan before then( and I cannot say what 
caused him to do such a thing."

INCREASE GERMAN ARMY WAR ON WHISKEY TRUST 


Emperor's Hand Seen in En- 


deavor to Add 39,000 More 


Men to Military Strength. 


BERLIN, Aug. 18.—There seems to be 


no doubt that the government, under the 
impulse of the emperor, is determined 
to ask the reichstag for an increase in 
the permanent military 
establishment, 


by about 39,000 men to be organized in- 
•to two army corps, thus 
raising 
the 


PIunding army to about 647,000 officers 
and men. The increased annual charge 
is estimated at $8,000,00.0 exclusive of 
equipment. 


The first consideration leading the 


government to propose what, is certain 
to be an unpopular-measure is that tlie 
military resources of the country arc 
not.fully utilised by the existing estab- 
lishment. Nenrly 100,000 men morally 
and physically fit for service reach the 
military age yearly who are not taken 
into the standing army because of legal 
limitations. Although .these 
men who 


are shut out by lot from the regular 
sen-ice undergo short.periods of drill in 
the reserve they arc regarded by the mil- 
itary administration as being unequal to 
the two years service unit. 


The general stuff is said to have rep- 


resented to his majesty that Germany's 
position in the middle of Europe, with 
all the possibilities of a 
combination 


against her, makes it their duty to util- 
ize all the means of defense,- and that 
eicn then the army, numerically would 
be a half million behind that of Rnis-jia 
on a peace footing. 
,

crease has nothing to dp with the pres- 
ent position of foreign questions.

Johnnie Jones, the ten year old adopt- 


ed son of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Jones, re- 
siding just south of Mygatt's Corners, 
met with a strange .accident yesterday 
afternoon, resulting in the loss of four 
fingers and nearly his death. 


The little boy was playing about the 


farm .and picked up a dynamite bomb, 
3ut of course did not know what it was. 
He threw it on the ground a couple of 
;imes. Then he placed it on a rock and 
struck it with another rock. 


There was a terrific explosion that was 


leard for a mile or more. The little 
boy screamed and examination revealed 
;hat his thumb and three fingers were 
}lown to pieces and one of the fingers 
of the right, hand was cut and mangled. 


As soon as possible Drs. -Riley and 


Williams were summoned. They found 
that the amputation of the thumb and 
fingers was necessary and the little boy, 
who was suffering terribly, was brought 
in tjo the St. Mary's hospital and is doing 
licely today, and unless blood poisoning 
sets in lie will recover. 


There is groat mystery as to where 


bhe bomb came from and considerable ex- 
citement prevails at Mygatt's Corners. 
So far as can be ascertained nothing of 
the character of the explosive has ever 
aeen used about the farm. As the boy 
Meked bombiip close to the house, it is 
singular 'how it came there.

In tho northwestern portions of the 


corn belt including Nebraska, Iowa,'Wis- 
consin and portions of Missouri and Il- 
linois there is need for warmth and for 
the most part sunshine. Without these 
conditions during .the next four weeks 
and • unusually late frosts, much of the 
crops will fail to mature. 
Drouth in 


tlie nipper Ohio valcy has materially les- 
sened the prosoects for corn in that sec- 
tion. 


Oats in shock and stock has been in- 


jured by wet weather in'portions of Mis- 
souri 
and upper 
Mississippi 
volleys 


where threshing has made slow progress; 
elsewhere threshing has continued unin 
terruptedly.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Aug. 13.—% fierce

Three 
Turkish battalions attacked & thousand 
insurgents and after the fight had raged 
for six hours the Turks -were repulsed 
with the loss of 210 men killed or wound- 
ed.

SOFIA, 'Aug. 
IS.—Reports received 


from Constantinople and believed to be 
authentic, confirm the previous state- 
ments to the effect that when the Tories

CONSTANTINOPLE,

Russian squadron of warships 
which 


left Sebastapol yesterday, is expected to 
arrive off the Turkish coast this after- 
noon, to support the demands made on 
Turkey by Russia, in connection with 
the assassination Aug. 7 of M. Rostkov- 
ski, the Russian consul, at Monastir. Tha 
fact that Russia is about to make a na- 
val demonstration in Turkish waters has 
been kept a profound secret here, the 
public being entirely ignorant of the 
Russian movement. 


The notification received here of the 


sailing of the squadron was an unwel- 
come surprise to the Turkish govern- 
ment which had pretended 
to 
believe 


that the Rostkovaki incident had been 
closed with the punishment of the guilty 
parlies. 


The most recent advices received here 


from Monastir were forwarded Sunday 
night and announced that the fighting 
between the 
insurgents 
and Turkish 


troops io the vicinity of Knishevo con- 
tinued this morning, many refugees from 
neighboring villages had congregated at 
Monastir. 
Several villages inhabited by 


Greeks it was reported had been set on 
fire by. the insurgents. 


SOO MUSSULMANS SLAJN7"""" 


According to advices received at one 


of tho foreign embassies at Constantino- 
ple not less than eight hundred Mus- 
sulmans have been massacred through- 
out the district of Monastir by insur- 
gents, whose movements continue io 
gain ground. Enmer Rushdi Pasha, who 
is nominally in command of the Turkish 
troops operating in the Mooastir dis- 
trict, is seriously hampered in his efforts 
to suppress the insurrection by the fact 
that the instructions he receives from 
here are constantly changing and that 
when a movement is undertaken a coun- 
ter order from the palace alters tha 
whple situation. The Turkish commis- 
sariat department is in a wretched condi- 
tion. The troops at Monastir for in- 
stance have not been served mth rations 
of meat for six weeks.

The news coming from Culxi is to the 


effect the island is prospering under the 
able administration of President Palma, 
and also largely through the orderly and 
Intelligent course of its first congress. 
Its trade with the United States is in- 
creasing and has reached, a very favora- 
ble percentage of the whole. The export 
•trade for 1902 of .the island reached a 
total of $84,32D,000/*pf. which amount the 
United States is set down for«$4!),408,- 
000. 
The imports of the island reached 


$00,574,800, the UnitejJ States figuring in 
this to tho amount of $25,243,200. Thus 
in 1002 this country sold to Cuba pro- 
ducts and goods worth $25,243,200 and 
bought from Cuba stuff worth $40,408,- 
000. 


The United States sells to Cuba forty- 


two per cent, of its requirements and 
buys from Cuba seventy-six percent of 
what it has to Hell. A comparison of tho 
1D01 figures shows a decrease in our 
sales to Cuba of $2,835,000 while other 
American countries sold $3,001,000 less 
•these figures including those of Kng- 
lanrl also. 
Germany increased its sales 


by $110,000, Spain increased $43,000 and 
France increased $101,000. The percen- 
tages of the Cuban imports 
for

were as follows:

percent; England 14 percent; other Am- 
erican countries 13 percent; Spain, 10;

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POWERS MAY 


JOIN_FORCES 


Combined Naval Demonstration 


Before Salonica To Emphasize 


Demands Upon Sultan 


Fleets of All European Nations Having Turkish 


Interests, except possibly Germany, Would 


Participate—Russian Squadron at 


Constantinople. 


' PAHIS, Aug. 10.—It was learned in j 
official quarters today that the action 
ol Russia in ordering a naval squadron 
to Turkish waters may be speedily fol- 
lowed by important joint naval action 
on the part of the powers. Communica- 
tions are at present being exchanged be- 
tween the powers relative to a joint 
naval demonstration before Salonica. 
The final determination 
will depend 


largely upon Russia, but if a joint dem- 
onstration is determined upon the fleets 
of France and Axistria will certainly co- 
operate and it is probable 
that 
the 


fleets of all the European powers having 
Turkish interests, except possibly Ger- 
many, which, throughout has not favor- 
ed, taking energetic steps against Tur- 
key, will take part in the demonstration. 


In the meantime the Russian squadron 


will not proceed to 
Constantinople as 


lias been reported, but will rendezvous 
at a small port of the vilayet of Adriau- 
•ople above the entrance of the Bosphor- 
ns. For the present this squadron has 
no orders to assume an aggressive course. 
Its action will depend on Turkey's ful- 
fillment of the terms of Russia's final de- 
mands in connection with the assassin- 
ation of Consul Rostkovski. Tie pun- 
ishment of a number of the parties im- 
plicated is not considered to be full com- 
pliance with the terms of the demands, 
which include an adequate indemnity. 


Besides the Rostkovski 
incident the 


proposed joint naval action before Sa- 
lonica is due to the earnest representa- 
tions of the foreign consuls at Salonica, 
who set forth that their lives are in 
'danger. The first representation on the 
subject reached the French authorities 
several weeks ago and since then other 
consuls 'have made similar representa- 
tions. 


The assassination of M. Rostkovski is 


giving such emphasis to the statements 
of the consuls that consideration of a 
joint naval demonstration of sufficient 
strength to impress Turkey v.-ith the ne- 
cessity for taking decisive action look- 
ing to the maintenance of order in Mace- 
donia Is now in progress. The exchanges 
of communications have 
shown 
that 


Russia and Austria continue to co-oper- 
ate 
fully in the action taken 
toward 


Turkey. 


TURKEY IS NOW ALARMED. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, 
Tuesday, Aug. 


IS.—The Russian squadron U expected 
this afternoon. It was anchored in the 
bay of Miaclia, off the coast of European 
Turkey, between Burgas and the en- 
trance of the Bosphorus, eighty miles 
from the latter. 


The attitude of indifference 
hereto- 


fore assumed by the Turkish officials to- 
wards Russia's action is giving way to 


that the train be stopped at Salonica for 
twelve hours instead of for the scheduled 
half 'hour, so that the soldiers m'ight 
amuse themselves in the town. After 
futile endeavors to prevail upon the men 
to allow the train to proceed th'e officers 
were obliged to grant their demand. 


BULGARIANS MURDERED. 


The,killing of Bulgarian, workmen who 


were repairing the railroad track near 
Uskub is another grave instance of the 
insubordination of the 
Turkish troops. 


Details of the affair show that a train 
load of Turkish soldiers, soon after leav- 
ing the railroad station at Uskub not 
only fired on and killed three Bulgarians 
who wore at work on the road and left 
the bodies lying on the line, but some 
of the soldiers left the train and pursued 
other Bulgarian workmen to a neighbor- 
ing station where the Turks murdered 
them all in cold blood. 


Consular reports received here from 


Salonica continue to emphasize the dan- 
ger of an outbreak of Mohammedan fan- 
aticism there. The consular representa- 
tives have asked for protection and the 
question of again dispatching warships 
to Salonica is being discussed by the rep- 
resentatives of the powers. 


Dispatches from Turkish sources say 


the insurgents have destroyed another 
village in Macedonia. 


POWERS URGE PROTECTION. 


The ambassadors of the powers have 


again drawn the earnest attention of the 
portc to the fears of massacres at Sa- 
lonica and have demanded the adoption 
of immediate and effective measr.res for 
the protection of the foreign consulates 
and the subjects of the various powers. 


Letters received here from Uskub say 


there is evidence there of a great feeling 
of unrest. 


The mosques arc guarded 
by troops 


and is is feared they may be attacked. 


The ministry of the Holy Virgin, near 


ICitchcro, has been burned by the Al- 
banians, after a determined struggle be- 
tween the defenders of the monastery 
and the insurgents,, during which both 
sirtcs lost heavily. 


Servian refugees arc arriving at Us- 


kub, from Dibra, having -fled from that 
place owing to fear of a massacre. The 
Albanians in that district have burned 
a number of Bulgarian villages. 


ITALY IN READINESS.

extract of musk, one-half dram. Mix 
well and add to two drams of this com- 
pound oue ounce of powdered orris 
root, one dram of Tonquln beans and 
two ounces of sifted pine sawdust.

Take a .thread 
of, as nearly as ppssible, the same 
color and fineness as the woof of the 
cloth and work back and forth across 
the rent with the smallest of running 
stitches. Never try to darn, even in 
heavy cloth, with a coarse needle, but 
alwaya use as fine a one as w'll carry, 
the thread you have elected to use.'

Hide, trim off the superfluous•'• patch, 
leaving only a fourth of an Inch each 
side of the rent, and press neat.ly with 
a warm iron on the right side, laying 
a piece of damp muslin betweeu the 
goods and the iron.

Th'c change in, the injunction against 


the Beloit Machine Works according to 
the 
decision of Judge 
Dunwiddie 
at 


Jnncsville yesterday merely strikes out 
clauses which state no specific act, but 
refer to complaints made by the com- 
pany, and aho removes the ban on the 
efforts of the union to induce the public 
to refrain from purchasing the products 
of the company. 


This change, in the opinion 
of the 


judge, is sufficient to permit the union 
to carry on a peaceful strike against the 
company, but they are restrained from 
picketing

"Bench warrants have already

We 
will fight it to a finish. The injunction 
is, indeed a sweeping one, and I do not 
think the modification has in any way 
lessened its force.

Green Bay Man Discusses Subject 


Before Loan and Building 


Association League. 


LOANS MADE AT SAME 


BATES AS FKOM BANKS 


Earning for Borrowing Stockholder 
Gratifying Dividends-Other Topics 


Taken Up-Conventlon Ended 


Sessions Today. 


There was an increased attendance at 


the seventh annual meeting of the Loan 
and Building Association League of Wis- 
consin today, a number of delegates 
coming in during yesterday 
afternoon, 


last night and' this morning. The main 
feature of the meeting yesterday after- 
noon was an address by Iver J. Tcrp, of 
Green Bay, on the subject of "Equity." 


The gentleman said that we are living 


in an age of progress and advancement. 
Every day improvements arc made.. This 
is not only true of certain industries; .or 
particular lines of business, but is mark- 
ed in every vocation. It is, therefore,- 
jratifying to note that 
the building 


and loan associations are keeping pace 
with the onward march, and are rapidly 
adjusting their plans and' methods .to 
meet present existing conditions.- 
The 


principal feature of this re-adjustment 
is the elimination of premiums and a 
general reduction of interest rates to 
borrowers, so that loans -may now be. 
had from 
many' of the Building and 


Loan 
associations 
at practically 
the 


same rates as arc'charged 'by regular 
money loaners, with the added advan- 
tage of the building and loan plan that 
the principal is repaid in monthly 'in- 
stallments, and the latter ore earning 
for the borrowing stockholder greater 
dividends than he could possibly secure 
from any other source, whether deposit- 
ed in a savings bank or elsewhere. There 
are, of course some associations which 
are still collecting the old rate of inter- 
est, as well as exacting a premium 
charge, but to my knowledge at least 
one of them is now winding up its :af- 
fairs, largely on account of these ex- 
cessive charges. 


If our associations desired to have 


and to hold the respect and good will of 
the community in which they are located 
it is of the utmost importance that our 
business methods as promulgated to the 
public by our stockholders'are such as 
to 
mnke it absolutely certain that 


"equity" 
is 
dealt 
to 
each 
and 


every member, whether he be an invest- 
or or a borrower. * • * * Local con- 
ditions of course have much to do in de- 
termining what constitutes the proper 
interest rate, and it must be admitted 
that a higher rate than six per cent is 
sometimes 
justifiable in building 
and 


loan association's, Imt I have always said 
and 
still maintain, that • a premium, 


whether dcdiicted from the principal in 
advance or paid in monthly installments, 
is an injustice at least morally, if not 
legally, yes, 'usury just as much as a ten 
per cent interest charge by an individu- 
al would be today on an ordinary .loan, 
where the security-was "first class. * * * 
A reduction of former cost loans is: pos- 
sible and still pay expenses and. leave 
a sufficient margin to declare a dividend 
above the rates paid by savings-, banks 
and kindred organizations, leaving out 
of account the fact that building nnd 
loan investments are not assessable in 
the tax rolls.

Pasteur Institute--I05 Treated 


From State. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—According to a 


report just issued by the Chicago Pas- 
teur Institute for the Preventive Treat- 
ment of Hydrophobia, 
covering treat- 


ments of cases since the hospital was in- 
augurated on July 2, 1890, Wisconsin is 
fourth in the number of cases sent from 
the various states for treatment. One 
Imndred and five cases were sent from 
Wisconsin; Illinois sent 832 cases,- Ohio 
201 and Iowa 121. The report continues 
a part, as follows: 


"One hundred and two persons were 


sitten by dogs; 51 by cats, 09 by horses, 
17 by skunks, 5 by wolves, 7 by calves, 
2 by burros, 2 by coyotes, 1 by a rat, 4 
by mules, 2 by pigs, and 9 by hydropho- 
be beings. 


"Only seven deaths have been report- 


ed under the Pasteur treatment, thus 
giving a mortality of .38 per cent- Ac- 
curate statistics show that the mortal- 
ity was formerly as high as 88 per cent 
for the bites of the face, fi" per cent for 
rites of the hands, and 20 to 30 per cent 
for bites of the limbs and trunk* 


"All patients tolerated the treatment 


perfectly well, it being absolutely harm- 
less. The treatment consists in hypoder- 
mic injections of a specially prepared 
virus of different gradation of strengths 
for a period of fifteen days , eighteen 
days, or' twenty-one days, according. to 
the severity of the case."
